Dear Editor and Friends and Com­ 
rades—This Home is a mile square, 
on an eminence overlooking the Mi­ 
ami valley and the city of Dayton. 
The Home proper covers about 
80 
acres. It has many fine avenues, each 
one named after some northern state. 
They are nicely 
paved 
with 
fine, 
broad cement sidewalks, lined 
with 
splendid maple and elm shade trees 
There are 86 barracks, mostly large 
three-story bricky buildings, with all 
modern Improvements, such as bath- 
lag rooms, hot and cold water, gas 
and heated up by hot air. 
ere are two large dining rooms 
a seating capacity for 2,000 per- 
Bach man has his place. Bv 
prytihlng goes to the minute by the 
~ of a gong, at 6 a. rn., 12 rn. and

The 
graves are even with the ground, cov­ 
ered with a fine grassy sod, which is 
kept like a lawn. 
There is a fine Protestant and Cath­ 
olic church, with great organs. Each 
has a chaplain and a city choir, and 
Memorial hall is a handsome building 
and has a seating capacity of 1,800. 
It is fitted up the same as a city op­ 
era or theatrical building, and dur­ 
ing the

The library building is a fine three- 
story brick structure. In it are two 
separate libraries, with 20,000 volumes 
of all kinds of literature.

ent one each day if they so desire. On 
the first floor of this building is the 
reading room, nicely 
fitted up and 
seated for those who may desire to 
sit down and inform themselves 
as 
to the daily news and doings of the 
world. On file you will find the lead­ 
ing daily newspapers, from 
Boston 
and all the large cities in the United 
States. 
Around the walls of this room hang 
large pictures of illustrious persons, 
such as Washington, Lincoln, Garfield, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Hancock, etc.

Jr., or, as lie was familiarly k to w ii, 
John Porter, paid a terrible penalty 
for the assault and murder of Il-year* 
cid Louise Frost. 
The father of the

He was alowed 
to take his time. 
He arose and placed

body and limbs. 
Kerosene oil Was

ARMY NEEDS REORGANIZING!

Washington,

17.—Lieutenant 
General Miles, commanding the army, 
in* his report points out the need for 
a general reorganization of the mill 
tory service. 
Ile says iii part: 
“The ta Bl for un efficient and well 
organized land force for an indefinite 
period iii the future is most obvious, 
and the organization of such a force 
cannot bt* wisely avoided. 
There are 
weighty reasons why such a service 
as is now dei na rn led of the army can­ 
not* be i»erfoniit*d by a temporary or­ 
ganization.” 
General Miles points out that the 
practical limitation of service of the 
volunteers to one year in the Philip­ 
pines makes this a most expensive 
practice, necessitating double trails 
fer of troops and adding enormously 
to the cost of the organization. 
He 
also points out the need of a reserve 
force for the relief of the soldiers 
who servo in the tropics, declaring 
the regiments that have so far served 
more than two years at unhealthy sta 
tlons 
should la* relieved. 
General 
Miles renews bis recommendation that 
the permanent force of tile 
army 
should la* one radii for each 1,000 of 
ivipulation of Hie United States. 
He 
submits a draft of a bill embodying 
his views and recoinmeudations ou. 
army reorganization. 
The report shows that the urgent 
demands for troops for remote 
sta­ 
tions has reduced the number iii the 
United States to a much smaller force 
than has been sutfaind at any tinif 
during the past 30 years. 
In fact, 
says General Miles, the force has been 
so much reduced tha# at the present 
time there are not one-fourth enough 
troops properly to care for and man 
the fortifications 
which 
have 
been 
erected on tile sea coast at an expen­ 
diture of nearly .S5.fi.00n,OOO. 
In addi­ 
tion to the military deficiency, tho pres­ 
ent home force is not sufficient to oc­ 
cupy the interior garrisons properly, 
or to protect life and property on the 
western frontier. 
Touching npon the Chinese campaign. 
General Miles compares the American 
contingent iii the 
Pekin 
expedition 
with those of other nationalities, and 
praises the Americans. 
Great reverence is said to be due 
the memory of Colonel E. S. Ll scum, 
who fell while leading his troops with 
undaunted courage and marked abil­ 
ity. 
The services of Major Jesse M. 
Lee. of the Ninth infantry, who took 
command of American forces at Tien 
Tsln after Colonel Llscnm’s death, are 
commend***!. 
Contain Reilly is also 
named as an ideal soldier, 
without 
fear an*’ without reproach, who, by 
his death at Pekin, again demonstrat- 
dc the zeal and courage of the Ameri­ 
can soldier. 
General Miles claims that the forti­ 
fications board has developed a high 
explosive, superior In effectiveness to 
all known safe military explosives.

Bishop Potter in his letter to Mayo 
Van Wyck first calls attention to th*, 
work that is tieing done at the pro­ 
cathedral. 130 Stanton street in en 
deavoring to improve the condition of 
the poor of the East Side tenement dis­ 
trict in which it is located, and says 
it has lH*en recognized as an important 
factor iii promoting the virtue and 
good order of the community in w hich 
it ministers. 
He continued in part: 
“I ii view of these facts it would seen. 
that, it has a valid claim upon the 
sympathy, oo-operatiou, and at least 
courteous consideration of those wha 
officially represent our 
city 
govern 
anent and the "unrdianship of decency 
and good morals.” 
Further along Bishop 
Potter 
told 
how, when two clergymen called at 
the police station of the precinct to 
complain of the notorious condition of 
affairs, one of them tvas told by the 
police captain that he lied; and that 
when, disheartened by such an expe 
Hence, the clergyman carried his com­ 
plaint to a higher authority In the po 
lice, he was met with insolent doris 
ion. 
The bishop further along in his let 
ter said In part: 
“I am not. I beg to say, unmindful 
of the fact that the existence of vice 
in a great city is. practically, an Inev 
itnble condition of the life of such a 
community. 
T am not demanding that 
vice shall be ‘stamped out' by the po 
lice or any other civil authority. 
This 
is a task which would demand for its 
achievement a race of angels and not 
of men. 
But I approach yon. sir. to 
protest with all my power against a 
condition of tilings In which vice is 
not only tolerated, blit shielded and en 
couraged by those whose sworn duty 
It Is to suppress and discourage it. 
and, iii the name of unsullied youth 
and innocence, of young girls and their 
mothers, who. though living under con­ 
ditions often of privation and the hard 
struggle for livelihood, have in then 
every instinct of virtne and purity 
that are tile ornaments of any so 
called gentlewoman iii the land: and 
before God and in the face of the 
citizens of New York I protest, as my 
people have charged me to do, against 
the habitual 
Insult, 
the 
persistent 
menace, the unutterably defiling eon 
tacts, to which, day by day, because 
of the base complicity of the police 
of New York with the lowest forms 
of rice and crime, they are subject. 
“And. in the name of these little 
ones, these weak and dot "useless ones. 
Christian and Hebrew alike, of many 
races and tongues, but of homes in 
which God is feared and his law rev 
ervnced, and virtne and decency hon 
ored and exemplified, I cab npon you, 
sir, to save these people, who are in 
a very real way committed to your 
charge, from a living hell, 
defiling, 
deadly damning, to which the crim­ 
inal supineness of the constituted au 
thorities set for the defense of decency 
and good order, threatens to doom 
them.” 
Bishop Potter, in conclusion, says ha 
has no methods to suggest for the bet 
tering of the conditions; these are In 
the hands of the mayor.

130 Stanton street, in en 
deavoring to improve the contlition ol 
the floor of the East Side tenement dis 
tri#*t. in which it is locat#*d, an#! says 
it has been recognized as an important 
factor in promoting the virtue and 
goal order of the <x>mmunity in which 
it ministers. 
He continued in part: 
“In view of these facts It would s#*pil 
that it has a valid claim upon the 
sympathy, co-operation, and at least 
courteous consideration of those who

Further along Bishop 
Potter 
told 
how. when two clergymen called at 
the police station of the precinct to 
complain of th#* notorious condition <*f 
affairs, one of them was tol#l by die 
police captain that ho lied; and that 
when. disheart«*!H*d by such an expe­ 
rience. the clergyman enrrh'd his com­ 
plaint to a higher authority iii the po­ 
lice, he was met with insol#»nt divis­ 
ion. 
The bishop further along in his l#*t 
tor said in part: 
I am not. T beg to say, unmindful 
of the fact that the existence of vice 
In a great city is. practically, an inev­ 
itable condition of the lift* of such a 
community. 
T am not demanding that 
vice shall be ‘stamped out’ by tile po­ 
llee or any other civil authority. 
Til!* 
is a task which would ilematid for its 
achievement a race of angels and not 
of men. 
But T approach you. sir. to 
protest with all my power against a 
condition of tilings in winch vice is 
not only tolerated, but shielded and en 
courage#! by those whose sworn duty 
it is to suppress and discourage it, 
and. in the name of unsullied youth 
and innocence, of young girls and their 
moth(*rs, who. though living under con 
ditions often of privation and the hard 
struggle for livelihood, have in them 
every instinct of virtue and purity 
that ar#* tho ornaments of any so 
called gentlewoman iii the land: and 
befur#* God and in the face of the 
citizens of N#*w York I protest, as my 
people have charged me to do. against 
the habitual 
insult, 
the 
persistent 
menace, the unutterably defiling enn­ 
eads, to which, day by day. because 
of the bnv*o complicity of the polit*#* 
of New York with the lowest forms 
of rice anti erime. they are subject. 
“And. In the name of these little 
one*, these weak and defenseless ones. 
Christian and Hebrew alike, of many 
races ami tongues, but of homes in 
which God is feared and his law rov- 
er#*nee#I, and virtue and decency hon- 
oretl and exemplifi#»d, I caff upon yon, 
sir. to save these people, who are in 
a very r#*al way corn mitred to your 
charge, from a living hell, 
defiling, 
deadly damning, to which the crim­ 
inal supineness of the constitute#! au­ 
thorities set for the defense of decency 
and good order, threatens to doom 
them.” 
Bishop Potter, in conclusion, says he 
has no methods to suggest for the bet 
tering of the conditions; these are in 
the hands *>f th#* mayor.

Debo ra h Gill, m em bers of the Society of Frien d s at Mt. Pleasan t, 
Jefferso n coun ty, Ohio. 
He received an acad emic ed ucation , was grad uated 
¿•om the law school of the Un iversity of Michigan , aud was ad mitted to the 
Jefferso n coun ty bar in 1868. 
A year or two afterw ard he came within a very few votes of receivin g 
the n omin ation by popular vote of the Republican party for protecuUn g 
Attorn ey. In 1878 he organ ized the Nation al Exchan ge ban k of Steubeu- 
tllle Ohio, an d became its cashier. In 1874 he en gaged in glass m an ufactur­ 
in g which was the begin n in g of the busin ess of the firm of Gill Brothers & 
Compan y of Steuben ville, Ohio, own ers of the largest factory, exclusively 
prod ucin g lamp chim n eys. In the world . 
While givin g his atten tion to the glass busin ess Mr. Gill in ven ted the 
-Gill glass furn ace,” of which m an y were erected in d ifferen t parts of this 
coun try an d in Can ad a. 
In 1889 he became associated with Clevelan d an d 
jjew York capitalists, as successors to the late W illiam Win d om, the ex- 
lecretary of the treasury; Sen ator Dorsey an d others, in an exten sive iron 
in ln iag en terprise In Michigan , an d of which he became the compan y’s 
man agin g d irector. 
He is the own er of the Steuben ville Dally an d Weekly 
Herald -Star, the old est established n ewspaper of Ohio, an d which has been 
published con tin uously sin ce March, 1806. Mr. Gill’s participation in politics 
d ates from 1872, when he took an active In terest In the Republican con ­ 
gression al con ven tion a t Bellalre, Ohio, which resulted in the n om in ation 
of Loren zo Dan ford .

JOSEPH J. GILL. 
Joseph J. GIM of Steubenville, Jefferson county, Ohio, was born in 


B a r n e s v ille , Belmont county, Ohio, Sept 21, 1846. His parents were Samuel 
V 
Deborah Gill, members of the Society of Friends at Mt. Pleasant, 
Jefferson county, Ohio. He received an academic education, was graduated 
from the law school of the University of Michigan, and was admitted to the 
jefferson county bar in 1868. 
A year or two afterward he came within a very few votes of receiving 
the nomination by popular vote of the Republican party for prosecuting 
Attorney. In 1878 he organized the National Exchange bank of Steuben­ 
ville Ohio, and became its cashier. In 1874 he engaged in glass manufactur­ 
ing which was the beginning of the business of the firm of Gill Brothers 4 
Company of Steubenville, Ohio, owners of the largest factory, exclusively 
producing lamp chimneys, in the world. 
While giving his attention to the glass business Mr. Gill invented the 
"Gill glass furnace," of which many were erected in different parts of this 
oountry and in Canada. In 1889 he became associated with Cleveland and 
Hew York capitalists, as successors to the late William Windom, the ex­ 
creto ry of the treasury; Senator Dorsey and others, in aa extensive iron 
mining enterprise in Michigan, and of which he became the company’s 
managing director. He is the owner of the Steubenville Daily and Weekly 
Herald-Star, the oldest established newspaper of Ohio, and which has been 
published continuously since March, 1806. Mr. Gill’s participation in politics 
dates from 1872, when he took an active interest in the Republican con­ 
gressional convention at Bellaire, Ohio, which resulted in the nomination 
of Lorenzo Danford. Some years later he conducted the campaign of J. T. 
Updegraff in his successful candidacy for the congressional nomination. In 
1894 Mr. Gill was for the first time a candidate for congress, and received 
the highest number of votes during the deadlock in that convention, but after 
a careful consideration of his chances withdrew, when his delegates cast 
their votes for Lorenzo Danford, who was thereupon nominated. He was 
a delegate to the Republican national convention at St. Louis in 1896, which 
seminated William McKinley for president 
Atter the death of Lorenzo Danford in June, 1899, Mr. Gill became a 
candidate for congress to fill the unexpired term. His candidacy was 


endorsed by all the labor organizations of the locality, whose members 
recognized in him their friend and benefactor, and voted for him without 
regard to party. At the election he received the largest majority ever gi\ on 
a candidate for congress In his district, and in his own county the laix 
ever given a candidate for any office. Although he had never held cake 
before he had always taken a keen interest in public affairs and in iii* 
success of the Republican party. 
His father inherited slaves from kindred in Virginia, but was so iran-* 
with the spirit of liberty that he at once gave to them their freedom, 
a 
the son was imparted the same spirit, and with him it has always bern 
•acred principle that "the laborer is worthy of his hire." He has been cr 
if the largest employers of labor in his district, and there has never been 
reduction of wages in his factory. 
Mr. Gill is of Quaker descent; was reared to manhood in Mt. Pleasant 
Ohio, a prominent station on the "Underground Railroad,” where Benj a hi; 
Lundy published his "Genius of Liberty,” the pioneer anti-slavery paper c 
the country, and where public affairs were always matters of great int orc 
Such environments in early life naturally moulded his thoughts ana miu 
him an ardent Republican partisan. 
His career in congress, however, will be that of a representative of ».l 
business and commercial interests, rather than that of a politician, ana i 
his task he brings untiring energy, keen insight and a clear and patricia 
conception of his duties as a representative of the people. 
He was elected to the Fifty-sixth congress Nov. 7, 1899, as a Republican 
from the Sixteenth district, Jefferson, Belmont, Carroll, Harrison and Monro 
counties, and was the last representative in congress from Ohio in the 
nineteenth century, as Jeremiah Morrow was the first. 


ROBERT B. GORDON. 
Robert B. Gordon of S t Mary's, Auglaize county, was born on a farm 
near that city Aug. 6, 1855, and was educated In the S t Mary’s public 
schools, graduating from the high 
school in 1874. In 1886 he was ap­ 
pointed postmaster of S t Mary’s by 
President Cleveland, and In 1889 war? 
elected auditor of Auglaize county, and 
re-elected in 1891. He was a delegate 
to the national Democratic convention 
In 1896. He is the proprietor of an 
extensive flouring mill at S t Mary s. 
and is also engaged in dealing in farm 
Implements and agricultural machin­ 
ery and is an extensive real eaut*? 
owner. 
He was elected to the Fifty-sixth 
congress in 1898, as a Democrat, from 
the Fourth district, composed of Au­ 
glaize, 
Allen, 
Darke, 
Mercer 
aud 
Shelby counties. 
Mr. Gordon, from his boyhood. vr>. 
closely identified with the Democrat! 
politics of Auglaize county and t • 
northwestern section of the state,

National Military Home, 
Dayton, O., Nov. 15, 1900. 
Dear Editor and Friends and Com­ 
rades—This Home is a mile square, 
on an eminence overlooking the Mi­ 
ami valley and the city of Dayton. 
The Home proper covers about 
80 
acres. It has many fine avenues, each 
one named after some northern state. 
They are nicely 
paved 
with 
fine, 
broad cem ent sidewalks, lined 
with 
splendid maple and elm shade trees. 
There are 36 barracks, mostly large 
three-story brick buildings, with 
all 
modern improvements, such as bath­ 
ing rooms, hot and cold water, gas 
and heated up by hot air. 
There are two large dining rooms 
with a seating capacity for 2,000 per­ 
sons. 
Each man has his place. 
Ev­ 
erything goes to the m inute by 
the 
sound of a gong, at 6 a. rn., 12 rn. and 
5 p. rn. 
In one hour 4,000 have eaten, tables 
cleared, dishes washed, etc.

The Home can boast of as fine an 
hotel as there is in the country. There 
is a canteen or beer hall, for soldiers 
only. 
It does a thriving business, es­ 
pecially about pension or extra duty 
pay days. 
This building and the pa­ 
vilion attached to it will accommodate 
500 persons. 
No liquors are sold out- j 
side of beer. 
Some days they sell as 
much as 50 barrels; but you see very 
few drunk men.

At the head of each grave there is a 
nice marble stone, giving name, com­ 
pany. regim ent and date of death. The 
graves are even with the ground, cov­ 
ered with a fine grassy sod, which is 
kept like a lawn. 
There is a fine Protestant and Cath­ 
olic church, with great organs. Each 
has a chaplain and a city choir, and 
Memorial hall is a handsome building 
and has a seating capacity of 1,800. 
It is fitted up the same as a city op­ 
era or theatrical building, and dur­ 
ing the 
winter season many enter­ 
tainm ents are given 
by 
first-class 
theatrical troupes. 
There is a fine club house, 
three 


leniently I go up winding stone steps, and look­

It is located between two different

There is a 
large merry-go-round, a scenic

way and hurdy gurdys.

Bishop P otter iii his letter to Mayo 
Van Wyck first calls attention to tilt 
work that is tieing done at. the pro- 
cathedral, 130 Stanton street, In en 
deavoring to improve th** condition of 
th** jHTor of the East Side tenem ent dis 
trlct. in which it Is located, and say 
it lins been recognized as an important 
factor in promoting the virtue and 
good order of the community in which 
it ministers. 
He continued in part: 
“In view of these facts It would seen. 
that it lias a valid claim upon the 
sym pathy, co-operation, and at least 
courteous consideration of those wha 
officially represent our 
city

mont and the "unrdianship of decency 
and good m orals.”

the police station of til** precinct to

joseph J GM of Steubenville, Jefferson county, Ohio, was born in 


B a r n e s v i l l e , Belmont county, Ohio, Sept. 21, 1846. His parents were Samuel 
' lad Deborah Gill, members of the Society of Friends at Mt. Pleasant, 
jefferson county, Ohio. He received an academic education, was graduated 
from the law school of the University of Michigan, aud was admitted to the 
jefferson county bar In 1868. 
A year or two afterward he came within a very few votes of receiving 
♦he nomination by popular vote of the Republican party for prosecuting 
Attorney. In 1878 he organized the National Exchange bank of Steuben- 
Yille Ohio, and became its cashier. In 1874 he engaged in glass manufactur­ 
ing which was the beginning of the business of the firm of Gill Brothers & 
Company of Steubenville, Ohio, owners of the largest factory, exclusively 


p rod u cin g lamp chimneys, in the world. 
While giving his attention to the glass business Mr. Gill invented the 
«G1U glass furnace," of which many were erected in different parts of this 
country and in Canada. In 1889 he became associated with Cleveland and 
New York capitalists, as successors to the late William Windom, the ex- 
lecretary of the treasury; Senator Dorsey and others, in an extensive iron 
mining enterprise in Michigan, and of which he became the company’s 
managing director. He is the owner of the Steubenville Daily and Weekly 
Herald-Star, the oldest established newspaper of Ohio, and which has been 
published continuously since March, 1806. Mr. Gill’s participation in politics 
dates from 1872, when he took an active interest in the Republican con­ 
gressional convention at Bellaire, Ohio, which resulted In the nomination 
of Lorenzo Danford. Some years later he conducted the campaign of J. T. 
Updegraff in his successful candidacy for the congressional nomination. In 
1894 Mr. Gill was for the first time a candidate for congress, and received 
the highest number of votes during the deadlock in that convention, but after 
a careful consideration of his chances withdrew, when his delegates cast 
their votes for Lorenzo Danford, who was thereupon nominated. He was 
a delegate to the Republican national convention at St. Louis in 1896, which 
aominated William McKinley for president. 
Atter the death of Lorenzo Danford In June, 1899, Mr. Gill became a 
candiuate for congress to fill the unexpired term. His candidacy was 
endorsed by all the labor organizations of the locality, whose members 
recognized In him their friend and benefactor, and voted for him without 
regard to party. At the election he received the largest majority ever given 
a candidate for congress in his district, and in his own county the larg -si 
ever given a candidate for any office. Although he had never held cli o 
before he had always taken a keen interest in public affairs and in t .if 
success of the Republican party. 
His father inherited slaves from kindred In Virginia, but was so Rob • 
with the spirit of liberty that he at once gave to them their freedom 
a 
the son was imparted the same spirit, and with him it has always been 
•acred principle that "the laborer is worthy of his hire." He has been cr 
•f the largest employers of labor in his district, and there has never been 
reduction of wages in his factory. 
Mr. Gill is of Quaker descent; was reared to manhood in Mt. Pleasant 
Ohio, a prominent station on the "Underground Railroad," whore Benjarn: 
Lu tidy published his "Genius of Liberty," the pioneer anti-slavery paper c 
the country, and where public affairs were always matters of great inter*' 
Such environments in early life naturally moulded bis thoughts ana »>., 
him an ardent Republican partisan. 
His career in congress, however, will be that of a representative of U 
business and commercial interests, rather than that of a politician, an;. I 
his task he brings untiring energy, keen insight and a clear and patric... 
conception of his duties as a representative of the people. 
He was elected to the Fifty-sixth congress Nov. 7, 1899, as a Republic hi 
from the Sixteenth district, Jefferson, Belmont, Carroll, Harrison and Moan* 
counties, and was the last representative in congress from Ohio in tile 
lineteenth century, as Jeremiah Morrow was the first.

Robert B. Gordon of S t Mary's, Auglaize county, was born on a farm 
noar that city Aug. 6, 1855, and was educated in the St. Mary’s public 
schools, graduating from the high 
school in 1874. In 1886 he was ap­ 
pointed postmaster of St. Mary’s by 
President Cleveland, and in 1889 wa?
